First Major Clash In 
Congress Arises Over 
Relief Appropriation 


WASHINGTON, — The full 
house appropriations committee de- 
mandec today that relief rolls be 
“purged of mialingerers’” and re- 
commended formally that the house 
grant President Roosevelt only 
$725,000.00U instead of the $875,000,- 
000 that he requested for the Works 
Progress Administration. 

The charge of WPA malingering 
was made by the democratic major- 
ity of the committee. The Republican 
minority, concurrently, submitted a 
report charging ‘‘scandal after scan- 
dal” in political abuse of the WPA. 

With those statements the bill to 
until June 30 was 
pitched into the house, where de- 
bate began at once. 

The trimming of President Rcose- 
velt’s recommendations by $150,- 
000,000 precipitated the first major 
conflict of the 76th congress — a 
fight between conservative demo- 
crats and republicans and the Pres- 
ident. The result will be determined 
by a roll call vote—probably to- 
morrow—that will put every mem- 
ber on record.
